The West Decides 
No Rearming 
Of West 
Germany Yet 


_ Paris, Mar, 24. 

The Western High: Com- 
missioners in Germany 
have decided not to approve 
for the time being a 
West German constitutional 
amendment, permitting the. 
Federal Republic to rearm, 
the French Foreign Minis- 
try stated today. 

‘A statement issued by the Na- 
tional Agsembly’s Foreign 
Affaris Committee sald a note 
to this’ effect had been recelyed 
from the Foreign Ministry to- 
day,

“The effect of the amendment 
to article 73 of the Fundamental 
Law (the West German = con~ 
atitution) would have been to 
give the Federol Republic its 
military sovereignty {m-

Ottawa, Mar, 25. 

The Canadian House of 
Commons debates foreign 
policy today with he em- 
phasis expected to be on 
the question of recognising 
Communist China.

PRIVILEGES

institutes, and, when he married, 
had been given a room to which 
he was not entitled. No won- 
der, sald the Literary Gazelle, 
that he began to regard hiinself 
as an exceptional person. He 
suo drove out bls wife and 


child, ceased to study and gave 
up his time to orgies, 


On the first stage of this 
slippery slope were some lads 
described in the Soviet Teachers’ 
Gazette of December 16, 1953, 
when the paper carried a_long 
article on the undisciplined be- 
haviour of a group of 18 or 19 
yeor-old Jouts in one of the top 
forms of a+ school at Kaluga 
near Moscow. 


These boys used bad language 
freely, drank and — smoked. 
During lessuns they would start 


singing or boxing or organise a - 


mass exodus from the classroom. 
They worked only when they 
felt like it, which wasn’t often,

According to the Teachers! 
Gazette, this was partly the 
achools fault, sinee premises 
were Lnadequate ang ibe staf 
ta xperienced.

The 
parents, who themselves had 
had to work hard, had tried to 
protect. their children from it, 
ag a result of which the latter 
had begun to think they had 
go onatural, unearned right to 
Ue benefits for whieh their 
parents bad laboured, 


SHIELDED 


But who were the parents? 
One was a high official in local 
yovernment, vice-chairman of 
the Kaluga Provincial Execcu- 
tive Committee, unother wis 
chief engineer of a factory and 
n Partly member, and a third 
was i) major in the Soylet 
Army—all highly respected 
people In thelr respective 
rpheres. 


We know next to nothing 
nhout the sons and daughters of 
the top Soviet leaders them- 
selves, Their careers are cares 
fully shielded from the public, 
And of course, not all the 
children oof prominent Soviet 
people become = “parasites on 
society.” But some obviously 
do, and this is not a coincidence. 


Part of the trouble ds that 
highly pluced parents ure busy 


and havo little time in which to 
help form the characters of thelr 
children, It has been pointed out 
that’ the gecree of September 
1053, regulating working hours, 
was promulgated partly’ with 
this in mind. : 


But there are deeper causes 
too. Nepotism, graft, the strug- 
gle to. secure advantages, are 
fomillar features of Soviet life, 
nnd they are mggravated by the 
shortage of many things, and 
particularly of houses. 


DISQUIET
